Samuel Gompers Tells Labor 
Committee That Issue at 
Stake Now Is the Demand 
Of Workmen For Hearings

right to a day in court is the issue 


in the steel strike, Samuel Gompers, 


head of the American federation of 
labor told the senate labor committee 
today. 
Gompers was the second witness in 
the investigation ordered by the senate. 
“The issue of the strike is the right 
of the employes to be heard through 
their own representatives, spokesmen 
of their own choosing; to have an op­ 
portunity for their own day in court— 
the employers’ office,” Gompers said. 
In the last 25 years steel workers 
have repeatedly been denied the right 
of association, he added, and said: 
”Thi3 was done with all the power, 
wealth and influence and domination 
of the steel corporation. 
"They were denied this by illegal, 
unwarrantable and brutal means.” 
Hope For Arbitration. 
Committeemen believe they are on 
the way to bringing together the em­ 
ployes and employers without execu­ 
tive aid. 
Efforts are being made to get Judge 
Gary, head of the steel corporation, to 
agree to arbitration, which. John Fitz­ 
patrick, strike head, told the commit­ 
tee yesterday would bring the men 
back into the plants. 
.The strike situation has reached a 
white heat, members of the Investiga­ 
tion committee feel, and the time has 
arrived for a direct attempt at settle­ 
ment. 
Continuing his testimony, Gompers 
charged 
that 
steel 
companies 
had 
been guilty of a "system atic effort" to 
eliminate 
American# workers 
from 
their plants and substitute foreigners. 
To this end, he declared, the steel 
corporation was "in combination and 
collusion with shipping companies to 
bring labor front Southern Europe and 
the Balkans.” 
Gompers said be had documents, 
gathered by the A. F. of L. some years, 
to prove the collusion between the 
steel corporation and German-Ameri- 
can and other shipping companies. He 
promised to lay these before the com­ 
mittee. 
Story Arouses Kenyon. 
Senator 
Kenyon 
was aroused by 
Fitzpatricks story of the treatment 
of strikers in the steel districts and 
desires that a special senate commit­ 
tee be sent to the scenes to make an 
independent investigation. 
"These charges cannot be ignored; 
they have been put up to us and we 
ought to investigate them,” Kenyon 
said 
today. 
“The situation 
is here 
ujion us and congress has got to act.” 
Some senators privately stated that 
Fitzpatrick's statements called for an 
explanation from Gary, but they are 
holding an open mind, until this side 
is heard. 
"This strike is not a private affair 
between two parties any longer,” Ken­ 
yon declared. 
“The public has an in­ 
terest in it and we ought to do some­ 
thing besides investigating.” 
Kenyon Slopes for a permanent re­ 
sult from the Investigation in the form 
of a national arbitration board to con­ 
tinue in some iqodified form the work 
of the labor board in adjusting indus­ 
trial disputes.

Again Coming 


The Post Office Departm ent wishes 
to call to the attention of tile public 
an old Spanish swindle 
which 
has 
been revived. 
The scheme consists 
in sending letters to certain persons 
who have previously been selected by 
confederates. 
The foundation of the 
plot varies somewhat. 
In some in­ 
stances the w riter represents himself 
as a dying prisoner in a m ilitary 
fortress. 
He has a fortune on deposit 
in the United States, but the certifi­ 
cates of stock are concealed in a 
■secret receptacle of his valise, which 
has been seized by the Spanish court, 
and will be held until the prisoner, or 
his representative has satisfied tile 
cost of tile trial. 
He claims distant 
relationship, with the addressee. 
If 
the letter bears fruit, it is quickly 
followed by others in which the pris­ 
oner’s daughter play* a prominent 
part. 
She is in Spain without a pro­ 
tector. 
A proposal is made to send 
her. accompanied by a priest, to the 
newly found relative for protection, if 
enough money is sent to release the 
valise containing the secret receptacle 
and the certificate of deposit, 
if tile 
relative will accept tile trust he is to 
receive one-fourth of the prisoner's en­ 
tire fortune of about 120,000 pounds. 
Of course, the ‘‘relative’’ never hears 
from the swindlers after he lias sent 
the money reauested. 
% 
Under the Spanish 
law 
a 
felony 
must be consummated 
before 
the 
police may act. and a mere attem pt to 
obtain money by false pretenses does 
not appear to w arrant arrest. 
The 
money must be actually paid over, and 
the prosecuting witness must be pres­ 
ent to testify; o.herw ise prosecution 
would be useless. 
The swindle was abandoned during 
the war, but has recently 
been 
re­ 
vived; most of the letters so far ob­ 
served bear the postm ark of Madrid, 
though a few come from Mexico City.

know that any of the swindle letters 
have been received here.

Principals of County Meet 
and Discuss Some Edit" . 
cational Matters 


A meeting of the 
Association 
of 
High School Principals 
of 
Orange 
County was held in the office of the 
principal of the Santa Ana high school 
Wednesday afternoon. Those present 
were Principals Plummer of Fullerton, 
Clays of Anaheim, Hammond of San­ 
ta Ana and Brunt on of Orange. 
The meeting was presided over by 
Principal Brinnon. The m atteis 
dis­ 
cussed were matters of interest to all 
the patrons of the schools 
of 
the 
county. 
After preliminary reports 
on 
the 
opening of the school 
year 
it 
was 
found that every school in the county 
has a considerable increase in the en­ 
rollment. Fullerton with 560 as com­ 
pared with 460 last year; Santa Ana 
w i t h 79:i, ar compared 'With 750 last 
year; Anaheim with 325, as compared 
with 275 last year and Orange with 
378, as compared with 325 last year. 
Every school is crowded to the limit. 
In Santa Ana and Fullerton the classes 
have reached the limit of effective 
work in nearly every department. In 
Orange some of the classes are very 
badly crowded. The largest has 65. 
Some noteworthy observations 
on 
the selection of courses was mention­ 
ed. 
The enrollment in 
science, 
all 
elective, was heavier in three of the 
schools than ever before. 
In 
Santa 
Ana the enrollment in the science 
course was normal. There is a decided 
dropping off in the Manual training 
courses and domestic science courses 
ex ept In Santa Ana where the enroll­ 
ment in Ute manual training depart­ 
ment is heavier than last year. 
The Association of Principals is pre­ 
paring » letter to Congressman K en­ 
ner urging him to lend his support to 
the Smith-Towncr bill for establish­ 
ing the department of education as a 
part of the President's cabinet and for 
contributing $ I ut),boo,OOO a year for 
educational purposes from the nation­ 
al treasury to be apportioned to the 
states in an equitable manner. Inas­ 
much as citizenship is national, educa­ 
tion for citizenship should be national 
and all boys and girls should be given 
as nearly as possible equal opportuni­ 
ties lot education. 
The county superintendent was call­ 
ed in tor consultation about the com­

Exhibits

Spanish 
Treasure Letters Are 
Again Coming 


The Post Office Department wishes 
to call to the attention of tile public 
an old Spanish swindle 
which 
has 
been revived. 
The scheme consists 
in sending letters to certain persons 
who have previously been selected by 
confederates. 
The foundation of the 
plot varies somewhat. 
In some in­ 
stances the writer represents himself 
as a dying prisoner in a military 
fortress. 
He has a fortune on deposit 
in the United States, but the certifi­ 
cates of stock are concealed In a 
secret receptacle of his valise, which 
has been seized by the Spanish court, 
and will be held until the prisoner, or 
his representative has satisfied the 
cost of the trial. 
He claims distant 
relationship, with the addressee. 
If 
the letter bears fruit, it is quickly 
followed by others in which the pris­ 
oner’s daughter play* a prominent 
part. 
She is in Spain without a pro­ 
tector. 
A proposal is made to send 
her, accompanied by a priest, to the 
newly found relative for protection, if 
enough money is sent to release the 
valise containing the secret receptacle 
and the certificate of deposit. 
If the 
relative will accept the trust lie is to 
receive one-fourth of the prisoner s en­ 
tire fortune of about 120,000 pounds. 
Of course, the “relative” never hears 
from the swindlers after he has sent 
the money reauested. 
Under the Spanish 
law 
a 
felony 
must be consummated 
before 
the 
police may act, and a mere attempt to 
obtain money by false pretenses does 
not appear to warrant arrest. 
Tile 
money must be actually paid over, and 
the prosecuting witness must be pres­ 
ent to testify; otherwise prosecution 
would be useless. 
The swindl° was abandoned during 
tile war, but has recently 
been 
re­ 
vived; most of the letters so far ob­ 
served bear the postmark of Madrid, 
though a few' come from Mexico City. 
Postmaster 
Overshiner 
does 
not 
know' that any of the swindle letters 
have been received here.

conservation district that is to com­ 
prise Oraifge, Riverside and San Ber­ 
nardino counties. 
The board meets periodically for a 
day of two at a time, in Sacramento 
or Sari Francisco.

point any of its members to hold 
hearings and report conclusions. The

Bonds of irrigation districts are to be

The last legislature amended the act 
under which irrigation districts are 
form uh so that a majority acreage in­ 
stead of a two-thirds acreage may call 
for the organization of a district.

new state law that requires foreign 
ers under 21 years of age, who cannot 
speak and write English, as well as 
ordinary public school pupils iii the 
sixth grade, to go to school. 
Here in Orange county the law is 
of particular interest for the reason 
that it applies to Mexicans, who are 
the only nationality of 
uneducated 
foreigners who are among us in any 
considerable numbers. 
Through the 
provisions of this law not only must 
Mexican children under 16 years of 
age attend school regularly, but Mexi­ 
cans between 16 and up to 21 must 
attend night school until they have 
reached the standard set by the state 
law. Santa Ana school authorities are 
prepared to give the instruction re­ 
quired by this new state law. 
Aliens 
in Utah must 
meet 
fifth * 
grade requirements in speaking and 
writing English or else attend school 
four hours a week. The legislature 
has 
appropriated 
120,000 
for this 
Americanization work. The new state 
law, which has just gone into effect 
I here 
concerns 
aliens between 
the 
ages of 16 and 4o years, excepting 
only those who are mentally or phys­ 
ically 
disqualified. 
Attendance 
at 
either night or day school is required, 
the time being left to the individual’s 
choice. Attendance must be regular 
and not less than four hours a week. 
Rhode 
Island 
has 
passed 
a law 
compelling aliens between 16 and 21 
years, who cannot 
s|>eak, 
read 
or 
write English to attend Americaniza­ 
tion schools at least 2<k> hours a year.

These laws in California and other 
states may seem drastic, but some 
day the foreign born people who have 
come under them will be glad of the 
stem laws which compelled them to 
learn English. 
With our own Mexican population, 
many advantages will be reaped. Mex­ 
icans 
who are 
able to 
understand 
English are less likely to fall vic­ 
tims to the wiles of agitators. Better 
understanding between American em 
ployers 
and Mexican 
employes 
is 
counted 
upon to bring 
about more 
Stable labor conditions. 
The greatest difficulty that sugar- 
beet growers here have had in deal­ 
ing with dissatisfied .Mexican laborers 
has been the inability of the grower 
to present his side of the controversy 
to the laborers, who could not under­ 
stand English aud who were thus left 
to 
believe what they 
were told 
by 
agitators. 
Through the schools, the younger 
Mexicans and their parents will be­ 
come impressed with the necessity of 
living up to the laws of this country.

'I he destructive fires in the mon ti

the red accents of ruin, the 
lesson of the extreme importance of 
giving all the protection possible to 
forest reserves against the ravages 
of flames. 
The dryness of everything 
inflammable iii the forest reserves 
and the prevalence of a stiff wind 
made the fires in Pasadena’s water­ 
shed uncontrollable. 
All that human 
ingenuity and energy could do has 
been done to save the timber and the 
homes in the path of the roaring con­ 
flagration. 
The forest reserves of Southern Cal- 
ifornia never have been better pro­ 
tected by alert and intelligent ranger 
service than they are now. 
Careless­ 
ness with fire in the reserves has been 
reduced to the minimum. 
But, despite 
the very best possible patrolling, not­ 
withstanding 
the 
vigilance 
of 
the 
guardians of the safety 
of 
tile re 
serves, fires will start occasionally, 
particularly in a period of extraordi­ 
nary dryness. 
And 
flames 
carried 
along by high winds defy the efforts 
of fighters to stay them. 
This is the lesson of the hour that 
should impress itself upon all who 
visit the forest reserves: 
Exercise 
the most scrupulous care with fire, at 
all times and in 
all 
circumstances. 
Keep always in mind that 
you, 
or 
some one with you, may, by a bit of 
negligence, start a conflagration as 
ruinous as the one which has raged 
in the mountains rearward of Pass 
dent.

Possibility of damage by squirrels 
to trees planted along tho highway in 
the southern end of the county has 
been practically eliminated, W ardwell 
states. 
T he rodents on the ranches 
bordering the highway have yielded 
splendidly to 
the 
poisoned 
barley 
"treatm ent." according to Wardwell. 
and there is new littlo danger of a re­ 
currence of the considerable dam age 
done in lim es past to deodar and o th­ 
er trees set out by the county forestry 
board 
The Forster and Echenique ranches 
Wardwell says, are particularly fre t 
of squirrels. 
Conditions are also sa t­ 
isfactory on

born, an opossum is not larger than a 
new-born m ouse, and the six or more 
habits are dropped into this (touch 
where they are taken care of until 
able to begin to shift for them selves.

mother, and as a rule the little ones 
prefer to view the world 
frohi 
the 
m other’s back. 
For this position the 
mother has a ‘safety first* device.

ish lines at three inland points.

the round-about 
lines by way of Perpignan or via Bay­ 
onne connect the two nations. 
Spain 
has. however, just celebrated the com­ 
pletion of h er section ol the line which 
will join 
Ax-les-Thermes in France j 
with Ripoll in Spain. 
The line betw een 
these 
junctions 
was first proposed by .M Deleasse, in 
1903. when he as m inister of Foreign 
Affair* inserted this proposition in the 
Franeo-Spanish convention. 
The line 
should have been completed in 1917. 1 
In F rance the work was pushed for­ 
ward rapidly 
and would 
have boon 
completed on schedule had not the 
w ar interrupted. 
In Spain the work vas carried oil. 
On Sunday, August IO, nuder the presi­ 
dency of M. Galdes Can V e ro . under­ 
secretary of State for Fomento, the 
completion of the ii rat section from 
Ripoll to Ribas, a distance of fifteen 
kilometres, was celebrated at Ribas, 
near the frontier. 
On the rest of the 
route, from Ribas ti) Puigeerdu and to 
the frontier line, the roadbed is pre­ 
pared. 
The tunnel under the Tosas 
hills is completed and only the laying 
of the rails rem ains unfinished. Four­ 
teen millions have been devoted to the 
project, and hopes are held the line 
will be in full operation within two 
years.
